Cholera 

The States of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Madras, Maharashtra, Mysore, West Bengal 
and the Union Territory of Pondicherry have reported infection due to Cholera during the 
week under report. 

Andhra Pradesh : — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the districts of Chittoor, 
Cuddapah, East Godavari, Guntur, Krishna, Nellore, Srikakulam and West Godavari. 

Assam : — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the district of Nowgong. 

Madras : — Mild incidence was reported in the city of Madras, as against heavy incidence 
during the previous week. Mild incidence continued to be reported in the district of Tiru- 
chirappalii and North Arcot. 

Maharashtra. — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the district of Sangli. Mild 
incidence was also reported from the district of Sholapur. 

Mysore. — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the district of Dharwar. 

West Bengal. — Mild incidence continued to be reported in the district of Midnapur 
and Calcutta city. 

Pondicherry. — Mild incidence w'as reported in the district of Pondicherry, as against 
considerable incidence daring the previous week.

The figures on births and deaths for the week-ending 5th December 1964 shown in 
this Statement relate to 251 towns in the States of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Delhi, 
Goa, Gujarat, Kerala, Madras, Maharashtra, Orissa, Punjab, Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh 
and West Bengal. These towns account for a population of 34,138 thousand out of a total 
population of 55,842 thousand in the country in 437 towns, each having a population 
of 30,000 and over. 

In 209 towns having a population of 30,148 thousand in Group I, where registration is 
comparatively more complete, 21,991 births and 7,082 deaths were recorded giving a birth 
rate of 37 -9 and a death rate of 12*2 per thousand of population. The rates registered is 
the various States are as follows :

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The table given below shows the annual vital rates for each of the yean 1959 — 62 for all 
municipal towns, each with population 30,000 and over based on the final yearly data. The 
corresponding annual rates for 1962, 1963 and various periods in 1964 compiled from the 
weekly figures, which were published from time to time in this Supplement, are also shown 
to draw attention to their possible use in tracing current trends. 

Appropriate adjustments in the population base were made in cases, where the data for 
any town could not be included. The rates for States not shown are much too deficient for 
bring presented. Even the data for States, which are shown are deficient to a varying degree. 
Efforts have to be made to improve the completeness. 

The two sets of rates for 1962 — one based on the annual returns and the other on 
weekly returns — are presented to give an idea of the extent of variation between the final 
and the weekly figures. The two agree closely in the case of Gujarat, Punjab and Orissa only, 
otherwise for other States the difference is quite appreciable. However, the rates for all the 
eight States combined agree fairly well showing that, perhaps with emphasis on the improve 
ment of the completeness of State figures, they may help in a study of current trends.
